lakes Its place In the future history of 
Jio colony, to story will havo been 
fully told end Its moral, no doubt, foict- 
sly deduced. 
At the present etage <A 


its development, however, the !ssuo la 
a little "open," and, as In the case of 
so many modern dramatic imbrogBos, 
the possibilities of the next act are not 
to bo predicted with too light a heart. 
[t may be well, therefore, to "hark 
back" for a leading fact. In the official 
Sydney market i ate for January, 1873, 
the price of rabbits was quoted at from 
two shilling sixpence to four shillings 
each, retail 
Five or six years later 


they were looked «pon|as degressive and 
destructive vermin, and had so rapklly 
overrun lai go tracts of land as to be- 
come quite a "ecaio" to the squatters.

world. That the result which has now 
declared itself #as not foreseen either 
by those responsible for the introduction 
of the active and intelligent coney, or 
by those on whoso bchall bo was intro- 
duced, Is, however, only another in- 
stance of the way in which people will 
sometimes shut" their eyes to the irre- 
sistible logic of foreordained facts 
Of 


course zeal outsteps discretion every 
day of the year, but that it should dis- 
tance experience as well is a matter de- 
serving eomo little reflection. 


The fertility of the entire family of 


roctcntsis so great thatwithout "checks" 
their progeny would speedily dispute 
with man himself for the dominion of 
the globe. The rabbit is probably tbo 
most prodactive of the whole genus; 
and It Is within bounds to say that o 
blnghB pair may be answerable for a

In Eng- 
land these may bo said to be headed by 
tbo sportsman, but in less populous 
places the weazel, the wildcat, and the 
fox are among tbo rabbit's most deadly 
foes. 
Originally natives of Spain, the 


latter once multiplied In that country, 
as well ns In eomo of the islands of the 
Mediterranean, in such an aJarral 
manner that the people appealed for 
military a'd to assist m their destruc- 
tion. Even \\ith such assistance, how- 
ever, little could bo done , and it was 
not until numbers of ferrets and weasels 
were introduced thnt the rabbit popula- 
tion begun to diminish. The quad 
rupods of Australia are chlelly of tho 
"marsupial" order, and from tbo gron.1 
kangaroo down to the wombat 
ami 


kangaroo-rat (both burrowore) nearly 
nil tho tribes are herbivorous.

dingo, or native dog, is destructive onh 
to bhecp( whllo tEo wildcat, though 
pretty common in some parts, is not 
generally prevalent.

she imported. 
Germany, too, has 


been importing our g»ld and then 
sending it back to ns, and we are 
likewise receiving other, but smaller, 
amounts from countries that until 
lately were drawing out on gold.
